River and Harbors Commit- 
tee Favors Large Appro- 
priation But Waits for 
the City to Act. 


CONGRESS MAY CONDEMN, 


Likely That Resolution Will Be 
Introduced Forcing Munici- 
pal Officials to Take Ac 
tion at Once. 


CHICAGO RIVER.—Large appropriations for the 
improvement of Chicage river will be recom- 
mended by house committee on rivers and 
harbors as soon as tunnels are remhoved, Con- 
Srees is likely to declare the tunnels obstruc- 
tions to navigation and order their removal. 


{BY RAYMOND.) ~ : 

Washington, D. Ci, May 10.—[{Special.]— 
Representative Burton, the chairman of the 
house river and harbor committee, who has 
just completed a tour of the country for the 
purpose of gathering information relating 
to the needs of the waterways and harbors 
of the country, has returned to Washington. 
During its tour the committee collected much 
data, which will be useful in preparing the 
bill providing for the continuation of the 
work already authorized and for new 
projects. 

Following the rule adopted two years ago 
the committee, which will in all probability 
be reappointed by Speaker Cannon, will meet 
here early in the session and go over the 
situation in a general way, so as to facilitate 
matters. Generous but not extravagant ap- 
propriations will be provided, and the com- 
mittee will see to it that the most deserving 
projects are provided for, while there will be 
a greater disposition than ever to make no ap- 
propriations for the improvements of rivers 
and harbors where the commerce will not 
justify the expenditure. 


One of the most important matters to be 
taken up by the committee in the near future 
will be the Chicago river. Practically every 
member of the committee is in favor of im- 
proving the Chicago river, as less money has 
been expended upon it than on any other 
stream of importance in the country. The 
next session of congress would undoubtedly 
make a large appropriation for its improve- 
ment if the tunnels were removed or lowered. 
Upon the action of Chicago, however, will de- 
pend whether or not congress will authorize 
the deepening and improvement of the river. 
Until the tunnels are lowered or removed 
congress will not authorize the expenditure

sponsible for the tunnels to remove them, as 
the committee is more than willing to do all 
necessgry for Chicago. Unless the city does 
act ‘before congress assembles a resolution 
may be adopted declaring the tunnels ob- 
structions to navigation, and directing the 
secretary of war to Order their removal. A 
heavy penalty will be imposed for failure to 
comply with the directions of the secretary of 
war. 

, At the last session of congress Representa- 
tive Mann introduced a resolution declaring 
the tunnels obstructions to navigation, and 
conferring all the necessary authority in the 
premises upon the secretary of war. There 
was no intention on the part of the author of 
the resolution or of congress tod Adopt the 
resolution last winter, but it was presented 
merely for the purpose of calling the atten- 
tion of ‘the city to the power of the national 
governnient and as a notice that unless the 
city acted on its own motion within a reagon- 
‘able time congress would stepin. There was 
no desire on the part of congress to act 
hastily or deal harshly with thecity. Taking 
the ground that a reasonable notice is all that 
can be expected, congress probably will, at 
the next session, adopt the resolution, which 
will .Qbe presented by Representative Mann. 
When this resolution is once placed on the 
statute books it will be the duty of the secre- 
tary of war to order the tunnels removed, and 
if hig directions are not carried out he will 
certify the matter to the United States dis- 
trict attorney at Chicago, who will prosecute 
the offending persons, who, upon convietion, 
will be made to pay a heavy fine. 

_ Aecording to representations made to the 
committeé the tunnel obstruction at Chicago 
is not a local matter at all. The shipping in- 
térests of the great lakes now constitute the 
most important Amefican merchant marine. 
These general marine interests on the lake 
have protested to the committee that they 
are deprived of access to the Chicago river, 
thus constituting a serious impediment to the 
free navigation of the lakes. The committee

“WHY SMITH LEP? HOME,” 


BOGUS RICHES GET A BLACKSMITH 
‘INTO TROUBLE. 


Springfield, Mass.. Merchants Sell 
Piano, Furniture, Horses, Carriages, 
and Diamonds to a Laborer on His 
Assertion That He Has $2,000,000 in 
the Bank—When the Crash Comes 
He Borrows $14 from Woman He 
Was Expecting to Wed and Vanishes 


Springfield, Mass., May 10.—[{Special.)]— 
Charlies H. Smith, once credited with being 
the possessor of $2,000,000, has vanished, 
and there are no assets to appease a horde 
of creditors. Smith came to Springfield last 
fallasahostier. Later he found employment 
in a blacksmith shop in Union atreet, and 
lived in obscurity. 

A few weeks ago he announced that, 
although he had been a laborer since he was 
old enough to work, he was a millionaire, 
and that his money, which had been deposit- 
ed to his credit more than thirty years 
ago, had passed the $2,000,000 mark Smith 
acknowledged but 33 years, though he looked 
to be 50. The sum which he claimed to pos- 
sess was realized, he said, from the sale of 
gold mines ‘which his father had "‘ staked 
out in California. 


Cupid Reveals His ‘‘Secret.”’ 

The fact that he was a millionaire, Smith 
said, would probably have remained a pro- 
found secret until his death had it not been 
for the tender passion which he felt toward 
Mrs. Timothy Dooley, with whom he boarded. 
Smith said that in the fall he was to marry 
Mrs. Dooley, and then acquired unlimited 
credit with the announcement that he was 
a millionaire. 

The simple furniture in Mrs. Dooley’s par- 
lor was relegated to the attid, and the front 
door steps creaked beneath the weight of the 
men who carried in a §600 piano. Smith 
bought a span of horses and a fine carriage 
for himself and a driving horse and rubber 
tired buggy for Mrs. Dooley. He bargained 
for a $10,000 farm in Feeding Hills, and or- 
dered $1,500 worth of furniture of a Main 
street firm. He viewed the finest assortment 
of diamonds in the city; and set aside a score 
of the choicest stones. Not a single transac- 
tion, however, represented any. expenditure 
on the part-of Smith. 


Creditors Begin to Clamor. . 

Matters progressed smoothly until Smith's 
creditors began to ask for their money. 
Smith said he would go to Hartford and 
draw $30,000 to pay his bills. He did not 
return that day, as he had promised, but the 
next morning .Mrs. Dooley received a tele- 
gram, which read: ‘** Home at once.’’ 

Smith made the return journey of twenty- 
six miles in safety and brought with him 
the distressing news that his aunt, who had. 
the keys to his safety deposit vault, had 
died “about thirty miles from Florida.” 
Last week Smith left the city, borrowing $14 
from relatives of Mrs. Dooley. 

The following day the transformation of 
the Dooley home began. The piano dealer 
took away the piano and the furniture dealer 
déspoiled the parlor. A Woman called with

Last Saturday Timothy Dooley, the hus- 
band of the pretty “ widow’ who caused 
Smith to lose his head; arrived in Spring- 
field from El Paso.

Texas to Massachusetts to bring suit for the 
alienation of his wife’s affections. 


DECLARATION OF RIGHTS GOR 
SERVANT GIRLS FORMULATED. 


Holyoke Union, Under Leadership of 
Bridget Mahoney, Draws Up List of 
Demands and Things It Will Not Do. 


Holyoke, Mass., May 10.—[Special.]—The 
newly organized servant girls’ union has 
formally declared what its members will not 
do, and the six leading features of the decla- 
ration follow: 

No Sunday night suppers will be prepared. 

No work will be done in the kitchen after 
2:80 p. m. until 5.30 a. m. 

No babies will be minded between acts of 
ordinary housework. 

No children will be allowed in the kitchen. 

No girl will work for less g¢han $5 a week. 

Each girl shall have,three nights out each 
week. 

Another stipulation is that the servant shall 
be allowed the use of the front door and of 
the parlor or other room more suitable than 
the kitchen in which to ‘entertain male 
** cousins.”’ ‘ 

This unique organization was formed Thurs- 
day evening under the direction of Edward 
F. Dowd, organizer of the American Federa- | 
tion of Labor, and at its meeting next week, 
when its charter is expected to be received, 
200 girls are to enroll themselves as members. 

One of the three leaders in the enterprise 
is Bridget Mahoney. 


COAT IN A VACANT LOT 
MAY BE CLEW TO MURDER. 


Garment Soaked with Blood Found at. 
Thirty-fifth and Leavitt Streets— 
Name “N.C. Kugh” on Collar. 


A coat covered with blood and containing 
a collar, also stained, was found late last 
night in a vacant lot at Thirty-fifth and

LAUNDRY BILLS 
WILL BE HIGHER. 


Cut Rates Will Be Abolished 
and Regular Prices Likely 
to Be Raised When 
Strike Ends. 


PLAN TO MAKE UP LOSSES. 


Union Springs Surprise by Buy- 
ing a Plant, Which It Will 
Run on a Co-opera- 

tive Basis. 


Higher prices for laundry work, and one 
plant, with a probability of two more, man- 
aged by the Laundry Workers’ union on a co- 
operative basis, are two results of the strike 
in that industry. 

Not only are cut rates, which prevail gen- 
erally over the city, to be abolished when 
the strike is settied but the regular prices 
probably will be advanced from 10 to 13 
cents for shirts, from 2 to 3 cents for collars, 
and from 4 to 5 cents for cuffs. 

Proprietors have decided that only the 

;Chinese laundries can do the work at pre- 
vailing prices and find a profit. Union mem- 
bers, however, who yesterday purchased the 
New Process laundry, at 6648 State street, 
for $6,500, and secured options on two other 
plants, expect to prove that the business is 
profitable. 

See Danger in Higher Prices. 

Some owners oppose any price change, but 
they are outnumbered and probably will act 
with the majority. They see a'‘danger to their 
business in the higher cost, forcing hotels 
and restaurants to establish their own laun- 
dries, and enabling outside companies to 
come in and underbid the local concerns. 

Already some of the larger patrons of 
laundries, embarrassed by the strike, are 
planning to establish plants, and as some of 
them use between 4,000 and 10,000 pieces.of 
linen a day, the loss of that business will ba 
felt by laundry owners. ‘ 

Agents from the laundries in Milwaukee, 
St. Louis, Elgin, Jéliet, and South Bend, Ind., 
are now in the city and contracting for the 
local work, and their presence has aroused 
some of the Chicago owners to demand a 
speedy settlement of the strike. Unless this 
is secured many of them will sign with the 
workers individually, and open for business 
before the close of the week. 

Owners Surprised by Strikers. 

Owners were further embarrassed when 


told that their striking employés had pur- 
‘chased a laundry. At first they did not be- 


+ Heve it, but an investigation satisfied them 


the deal had been made. 


The New, by J. Good- 
| hart, who formerly was connected with Good- 


hart's laundry: was established a few 
months ago. 
the union on Thursday, and were closed yes- 
terday morning. The deed will be made out 
to T. C. Wilson, president, and M. Lennon 
and H. B. Schoenfield, business agents of the 
union. 

It is the purpose of the union to demonstrate 
that their new wage scale will not prevent 
a firm from making a fair per cent on its 
investment. Their working agreement will 
be put into effect in the plants they buy, an@ 
the money made will go into the treasury of 
the organization. 


Expect to Make Money. 

‘From our experience as workers we know 
the laundry business is profitable,” said 
President Wilson. ‘“‘On this knowledge we 
have taken this step. We will have two 
other laundries in our possession before long, 
and all will be run on the codperative basis.”’ 

“I cannot understand where the union got 
the money,’’ said one of the laundry‘owners. 
‘IT am inclined to believe that some man of 
money is back of it, and he may be in our 
organization. It may also be a method of the 
owners to get permission torun unmolested.”’ 


Evenston Laundries to Open. 


The first real break in the ranks of the 
owners came yesterday, when the men con- 
trolling the Evanston establishments served 
notice that they would begin to take orders 
today.

A large faction of the city proprietors have 
grown weary of the fight, which has lasted 
ten days.

Despite the feeling of unrest the officials of 
the association are confident of victory. They 
have received promises of assistance from the 
organizations in other cities, and have been 
told to keep up the fight. 


Told to Stand Firm. ; 

“Should you weaken and permét the union 
to dictate terms you are on the toboggan 
slide,’’ wrote the leading Kangas City owner 
to the Chicago association. ‘ Better shut 
up and go fishing for six months, and then 
you can go back to business with a far less 
cost than to submit to the proposition of the 
union.” 

“ Stand firm,” telegraphed T. J. Lemeas- 
ure, president of the Detroit Laundrymen’s 
club. “ We will assist financially, if neces- 
sary.” 

At the meeting of the Chicago owners yes- 
terday a vote of confidence was given the 
men who have been managing the campaigh. 
They reported that they met the union offi- 
cials during the morning, but that nothing 
had been accomplished, as they could not 
induce the workers to concede the right to an 
open shop. 

Confer Again Today. 

“ We met Business Agent Wilson and his 
committee,’’ said J. A. Barkey, ‘‘and dis- 
cussed the point. We did all the talking, for 
they would not reply to our arguments. We 
will meet them again today, and hope to 
reach an agreement.” 

Business Agent Wilson was jubilant. He 
said the members of the union had shown no 
signs of discontent, and that from present 
indications they could continue the fight in- 
definitely.

Negptiations were opened by 


FATAL DISEASE ON SHIPS 


SPOTTED FEVER INVADES LEAGUE 
ISLAND RECRUITING STATION. 


Three Dead and Five Critically Ml on 
Board Minneapolis and Puritan — 
Twelve Hundred Young Seamen 
Have Been Exposed — Rear Admiral 
Sigsbee and Dr. Lung Deing All 
in Their Power to Prevent Spread 
of the Malady. 


Philadelphia, Pa... May 10.—[{Special.]— 
Three deaths and five critical cases of cere- 
bro-spinal meningitis, commonly known as 
spotted fever, are reported aboard the re- 
ceiving ships Minneapolis and Puritan in 
the League island navy yard. 

There are 1,200 recruits aboard these ves- 
sels, and all of them have been more or less 
exposed to the deadly contagion. 

Grave fears prevail that others among the 
bluejackets who ate, worked, and slept with 
the stricken may also be taken ill. 

This prospect has alarmed the officers at 
the yard to such an extent that a heroic 
effort will be made to prevent a spread of 
the disease not only by constantly watching 
the men but by removing them entirely from 
the two receiving ships. : 


Recruits to Go Into Camp. : 

The work of raising thirty-five tents will 
be started at once and as soon as the canvas 
shelters are in place the 1,200 young tars will 
be put out to camp, giving them plenty of 
fresh air and more room for exercise, which, 
it is thought, will materially lessen the chance 
for further inoculation of the disease. 

When the men leave the Minneapolis and 
Puritan both ships will be subjected to a 
thorough fumigation. 

“TI am doing everything in my power to 
prevent the development of any more cases 
of this fever,’ said Rear Admiral Sigsbee, 
the commandant, ‘‘ Nothing that will protect 
the kves of our men will be left undone.” 


Dr. Lung Takes Hopeful View. 

At the hospital of the naval home, at 
which the sick from League island navy 
yard are treated, Dr. Lung, the surgeon in 
charge, declared that the results from the 
outbreak on the receiving ships are not so 
bad as is usually the case with the disease.

NEARER 70 SOUTH POLE 


RESULTS OF ANTARCTIC EXPLORA- 
TION TOLD IN LETTERS. 


Officers of Steamer Discovery Write of 
Sledge Expeditions as Far South as 
Latitude 83:30—Mountain Ranges 
and Peaks 14,000 Feet High Found 
Lowest Temperature 92 Degrees 
Below Frost—Immense. Tracts of 
New Land Discovered. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
LONDON, May 10.—Private letters from 
the officers and crew of the antarctic ship 
Discovery contain interesting accounts of the 
work accomplished by the antarctic expedi- 
tion under Capt. Scott. Dr. Koettlitz brings 
out the important fact that the eating of 
seal meat is a preventive of scurvy. ‘‘ The 
scurvy showed itself last spring,’’ he writes, 
“but we have got rid of it by using seal 
meat as food. Capt. Scott, among others, was 
affected with scurvy after the long sledge 
journey southward, but he rapidly threw it 
off. The supply of seal meat here is practical- 
ly unlimited and comparatively easily attain- 
hble. Therefore those who Keep™their ap- 
petite for it are safe.” 


Icelocked for Another Year. . 

Capt. Scott writes: “We are in consider- 
able anxiety over our prospects for getting 
out this season. We found one year's ice 
here last season. It broke away and the sea 
remained open at least six weeks. It is now 
past the date, but little ice has gone out. The 
season evidently is bad, therefore I am get- 
ting all the stores I can from the relief ship 
Morning, hoping to send it back to New 
Zealand in a week or two. All remain as 
keen as possible. 
imagine a happier or more comfortable com- 
munity, considering how closely we are 
thrown together.” 
As nothing has been heard from the Dis- 
covery since May it is taken for granted it 
is shut up for another season. 


Results of the Expedition. 

One member of the scientific staff sum- 
marizes the work to date as follows:

_pelow frost, Fahrenheit. 

“ Fourth—Extensive sledge journeys. for 
thousands of miles, notably Scott's, when 
latitude 82° 17’ south was attained, and an im- 
mense tract of new land discovered and 
charted as far ae 83° 30’ south, with peaksand 
ranges of mountains as high as 14,000 feet. 

“ Fifth—Much magnetic work, soundings, 
posta sea dredging, physical, and bilogical 
work.”’ 

Another letter says: ..‘‘ You do not feel the 
cold much without Wind, but the blizzards 
are fearful. Mr. Bernacchi and the engineer 
went to a hut fifty yards away, and though 
they were roped from: the hut to the ship 
they were lost in the blizzard two and three- 
quarter hours.’’

COLOMBIA MAY ASK $25,000,000 


| Conservative Leader Urges Republic to 


Demand Larger Bonus from United 
Stetes for Canal Concession. 


-PANAMA, May 10.—Columbia may demand 

,000,000 from the United States as the price 
of the Panama canal concession. This is 
urged by Gerardo Pulecio, a prominent mem- 
ber of the conservative party, who discusses 
the canal question in a recent issue of the 
Cofreo National, published at Bogota. He 
says only the United States can undertake 
the construction of the canal with chances ° 
of. success. 

Colombia, he says, never enjoyed effective 
sovereignty onthe isthmus because the 
United States landed troops there whenever 
it wanted to, and even denied Colombians 
“the tnnocent right to kill each other.” 
Still," in the canal treaty, Colombian sover- 
eignty on the isthmus should be distinctly 
recognized, argues Sefior Pulecio, not only 
to calm the nerves of apprehensive patriots, 
but because Colombia.may within 100 or 200 
years develop into a strong nation. 

‘Sefior Pulecio proposes the following plan: 
The United Stateg to pay Golombia for the 
canal concession the sum of $25,000,000 for 
the concession: and $1,000,000 yearly rental 
for the canal zone. Colombia to be free of 
any claims which may arise against the 
canal company. The United’ States is to 
recognize, the sovereignty. of Colombia on 
the isthmus. The other conditions put down 
by Sefior. Pulecio are the same as have been 
specified in the treaty.

LONDON DEAL IN PORT WINE. 


One Firm Buys 330,000 Gallons, the 
Largest Private Contract Ever 
Made.

LONDON, May 10.—A London firm has 
purchased at Oporto upwards of 2,000 pipes 
of port wine (330,000 gallons), including sam- 
ples of most of the finest vintages since 
1870. This is. the largest private contract 
ever made for old wines: Oporto selis 30,000 
pipes of port wine annually to England. The 
recent transaction means that 1,400,000 bot- 
tles of port will be placed on the market 
within a ‘month. 

Port is:coming into. favor again, and after 

champagne, is the wine now most sought 
after. Since 1678, when the new system of 
vine grafting came into vogue, port is pro- 
duced that matures in twelve instead of 
twenty years.

ROSS'S AIMS TN CHIN 


POLICY CENTERS IN PROTECTION 


OF MANCHURIAN RAILROAD. 


St. Petersburg Sentiment Inegists That 
United States Will Hold Aloof trom 
Great Britain and Japan, That Ger- 
many Will Urge Czar to Stand Firm, 
and That France Will Remain True 
to Her Ally—Possibility of War Is 


Not Considered. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, May 11, 3 a. m.—The St. Peters- 
burg correspondent of the Daily Telegraph 
says that from inquiries and interviews he 
deduces the following: 

“ Russia intends to effectually protect the 
Manchurian railway, and will consequently 
never lack pretexts for including in the work 
of protection every conceivable demand 
which her political and economic interests 
may induce her to put forward. 

“Hence, among other things, the railway 
terminal at New Chwang must remain wholly 
in Russian hands. Russia must also effect- 
ually control the sanitary board, which will 
enable her at any time to paralyze foreign 
trade under the pretense of warding off the 
danger of infection. 


Fears Only Joint Action. 

“That will be her method of making up for 
her industrial and commercial inferiority, 
and it can be thwarted only by joint action 
of the powers. Of this combination there is 
as yet no fear in St. Petersburg. Everybody 
aseerts that the United States will hold aloof 
from Great Britain and Japan, that Germany 
will encourage Russia to cling to her policy, 
and that France will remain faithful to her 
Muscovite ally. 

“The czar’s government will not be de- 
terred by anything short of the certainty 
that it can compass its aims only by fighting 
for them. At present no such conviction 
prevails. 


Everybody believes that the Platonic pro- 


tests of England and Japan constitute the 
only obstacle to success. The Americans, 
therefore, have the casting vote, provided 
that they, as well as Japan and England, are 
as much in earnest as Russia.”’ 

The taotai of New Chwang, cables the 
Daily Mail's correspondent at Shanghai, is 
levying increased duties on imports. This is 
being done, it is believed, at the instigation 
of Russia in ordgr to divert trade to Port 


Dalny. 
Criticises Reply to Hay. 

The Times editorially criticises the reply 
of the Count Lamedorff, Russian minister 
of foreign affairs, to Secretary of State Hay, 
as revealed in recent dispatches, that the 
negotiations between Russia and China did 
not require the approval of the United 
States. 

“The proposition,”” says the Times, “is 
neither courteous nor true in these general 
terms. If the negotiations violate engage- 
ments with the United States or materially 
prejudice her interests they do require her 
approval and assent and the approval and 
assent of all the other powers in the same 
situation.” 

The paper concludes by remarking upon 
the unanimity with which the American 
press declares that if President Roosevelt 
and Secretary Hay decide in favor of strong 
measures they will have the support of the 
country. This, it declares, is not likely to 
be lost upon Russia. 


Russian Troops in Corea. 

A dispatch to the Times from Tokio says 
it is rumored that Russian troops are mass- 
ing at Feng-Wan-Chenn, and that many 
hundreds are crossing the Corean frontier 
at Tuman and points on the lower Yalu 
river. It is believed that these stories are 
intentionally circulated by Russian agents 
for the purpose of creating a diversion. 


Russia Renews Discussion. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PEKIN, May 10.—Russia has renewed the 
discussion of conditions precedent to the 
evacuation of central Manchuria by agking 
China if she is contemplating: First, to 
lease territory in the basin of the Liao river 
or otherwise change the present conditions 
there; second, to open further ports to trade 
or to admit additional foreign consuls; third, 
to alter the form of administration in Mon- 
golia. 

The vice president of the board of foreign 
affairs says that Prince Ching, president 
of the board, has not. conceded and does not 
intend to concede*any points in Russia's 
demands, 

Alarming Reports in Japan. 

YOKOHAMA, May 10.—Alarming and con- 
flicting rumors are heard here to the effect 
that the Russian concentration of troops is 
menacing New Chwang and Corea. 

It is said that Japan is indignant at Rus- 
sia’s bad faith and will calmly maintain her 
treaty rights. 


China Urged to Resist. 


SHANGHAI, May 10.—As a result of pa- 
triotic meetings called because of the sit- 
uation in Manchuria, the viceroys and gov- 
ernors have telegraphed the grand council: 
at Pekin urging the Chinese government to 
resist foreign aggression. 


EXPERT IN MAKING ANTIQUES. 


Russian Craftsman Who Made Bogus 
Tiara of Saitaphernes, the Author 
of Many Other Curios. 


[BY CABLE THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PARIS, May i@—It seems that the hitherto 
unknown Russian craftsman, Ruchomowski, 
maker of the much discussed tiara of Saita- 
phernes, is the author of other curios fondly 
imagined by owners to be genuine antiques. 
For instance, M. Reitingler, son-in-law of 
Cattani, the financier, who lost his suit 
against Mme. Humbert, owned what was 
thought to be four valuable antiquities which 
Ruchomowski has now identified as his work. 
M. Reitingler was partly consoled by finding 
that he had paid less for them than the 
price originally given to Ruchomowski. In 
the Ruchomowski collection is a small human 
skeleton three inches high, made of gold. 
Every detail is carried out with minute ac- 
curacy.

DOCTORS TO HOLD CONVENTION. 


Sixth Triennial Session Meets in Wash- 
ington, D. C., This Week and New 
Discoveries Will Be Discussed. 


Washington, D. C., May 10.—The § sixth 
triennial session of the congress of Amer- 
ican physicians and surgeons will be held 
here on Tuesday, Wednesday; and Thursday 
of this week. Sixteen societies and associa- 
tions of specialists will be represented, and 
most of the discoveries in medicine and sur- 
gery during the last three years will be dis- 
cussed. Among matters that will be consid- 
ered are the identification and isolation of 
the smallpox germ, the spreed of malaria 
and similar diseases by thc mosquito, and 
the value of a number of new serums.

OTTAWA SUFFERS 


GREAT FIRE LOSS, 


Canadian Capital Swept 
Blaze Like One of Three 
Years Ago. 


WATER PIPES DEFECTIVE 


Several Hundred Families Lett 
Homeless and Millions of Feet 


of Lumber Burned. 


Ottawa, Ont., May 10.—[Special.]—Fire, be- 


Meved to have been started by a recently 
released convict who had n imprisoned 
for arson, swept over an afea a mile long 
by a quarter of a mile wide here today. 

Several hundred houses and millions of feet 
of lumber were burned, and the flames were 
not checked until they had burned almost 
everything inflammable in reach. 

The loss to dwellings, distributed among 
nearly 600 families, is about $300,000, and the 
loss to lumber firms is about the same 
amount, making a total of $600,000. All car- 
ried insurance to nearly. the full amount of 
losses. ike 

The lesson of the big Hull fire here in 1900 
seems to have been lost upon the authorities, 


because for more than one hour the fire bri- | 


gade stood by unable to work while the 
water mains were being made avallable. 
The section burned over is almost identical 
with that swept in 1900 and on this occasion 
the fire started from the opposite direction. 


| Burns Over Old Fire Belt. 


The fire originated within a stone's throw 
of where the Hull fire was checked. At 
9:30 tonight the fire was under control and 
was confined to the following area: 

The Ottawa and Parry Sound railway on 
the south, Division street on the east, First 
avenue on the west, and the Richmond road 
on the north. From the Parry Sound road 
to the Richmond road is about one mile, and 
from First avenue to Division street is about 
one-quarter of a mile. 

When the brigade arrived at the scene it 
was found that the water main had been dam- 
aged and no water could be obtained. When 
the brigade did get water the fire was utterly 
beyond its control. 

From the lumber yards where they started 
the flames spread to a group of frame houses 
on the outskirts of the city, formerly known 
as Rochesterville, but which is now united 
to the city. Every house in the little settle- 
ment was destroyed. 

Sweeps Up Many Streets. 

After leaving the lumber piles the flames 
swept over Pine street, which runs east 
and west, down Willow, Poplar, Anderson, 
Eckles, Somerset, Spruce, Elm, Maple, Al- 
bert, and on to the Richmond road, or, prop- 


erly speaking, Wellington street, where it 


was stopped a short distance from the Cana- 


dian Pacific railway depot. 


There is a large cliff which extends from 
the Ottawa river into the corner of Margaret 


and Preston streets. The fire area was on 


the flats below the cliff. At two or three 


points it came near getting over the cliff, 


and had it done so nothing would have saved 


the city. 


Fifteen million feet of lumber was de- 


stroyed. It belonged chiefly to J. R. Booth, 


and was sold. The buildings burned 
were principally dwelling houses and stores. 


They were all built since the last great fire, 
and were either brick or brick veneered, as 
the city would not permit of any other kind 
being erected. 


The mayor said the city would oppose any 


aid being asked from outside Ganada and 
personally he thought that the city should 


grapple with the situation without any ap- 


peal for outside help. 


Town Imperiled by Flames. 
Johnstown, Pa., May 10.—One of the flercest 


and most damaging forest fires in the history 
of the Allegheny mountains has been raging 
since early morning above Dunlo, the big coal 
and lumber town in this county.

GIRL SHOT; GROWD ANGRY 


ROSIE FOM®E HIT BY BULLET FIRED 
FROM SALOON WINDOW. 


Throng of Italians Gather in Front of 
the Place, Which Is at 501 South 
Clark Street, but Joe Stogetti, Who 
Discharged the Revolver, Escapes— 
Shooting Follows an Effort to Com- 
pel the Bartender to’ Treat the 
Crowd. 


Two pistol shots, followed by a cry of pain, 
attracted a crowd to the saloon of Tony 
Rocco, 501 South Clark street, last evening. 
In front of the saloon Rosie Fome, an Italian 
old, had fallen to the ground 
with a bullet in her breast just above the ,. 
heart. Joe Stogetti, who fired the shots 
through a window of the saloon, escaped 
from the rear, while hundreds of Italians in 
front cried for vengeance upon the man who 
had shot the little girl. 

Traffic was blocked and police from the 
Harrison street station had Cifficulty in dis- 
-persing the crowd. 

The man, it is said, entered the saloon at 
5:30 o'clock, walked up to the bartender, and 
said: 

“Set ’em up for the crowd. I want the 
drinks, and I'm going to have ’em, too.”’ 

The bartender refused to fill the order with- 
out payment in advance, when Stogetti drew 
a revolver and said: 

**T’ll make you give me the drinks.”’ 

He leveled the pistol at the bartender, who 
dropped to the floor and crawled from behind 
the end of the bar, seeking to reach Stogetti. 
The latter was aware of his intentions, for he 
stepped to one side and warned the bartender 
to come no nearer: 


Bystanders Grapple with Stogetti. 

Several men were drinking at the bar when 
Stogetti entered, and all but one or two of 
these ran out the door when the fight started. 
Two remained and approached the man from 
behind. He grappled with them and as one 
seized his left arm he raised the revolver 
in his right hand and fired through the win- 
dow. He was freed and fired again into the 
crowded street, the shot hitting) the Fome 
girl. Then, turning toward the bar, Stogetti 
ran past the men who had tried to hold him, 
leaped through the rear door, and was out 
of sight when those following him were at 
the entrance, 

The police hope to arrest him today. He 
formerly lived in Twenty-second street and 
is known to the patrolmen of that district. 

News of the shooting of the girl quickly 
spread among the Itallan colony, and hun- 
dreds were soon in the street before the 
saloon, shouting threats against and at- 
tempting to enter the saloon to lay hands 
upon the proprietor, whom they held re- 
sponsible. 

Crowd Follows the Ambulance. 

They followed the ambulance to the office 
of Dr. A. B. Wenzell, 422 Clark street, where 
the bullet was extracted, and then returned to 
the home of the girl above the saloon. Here 
they remained. The crowd grew until it ex- 
tended to the opposite side of the street, and, ; 
gaining courage by numbers, forced its way 
into the saloon. The few patrolmen on the 
scéne were unable to cope with the situation 
and an additional squad was summoned from 
the station. These used their clubs freely and 
forced the throng to disperse. 

The girl is in a serious condition.

ANTHUARRISON MAN 


POLICE POLITICS IN CREIGH- 
TON’S DISCHARGE. 


Ex-Lieutenant a Follower of A. J. 
Jones and Worker Against Mayor 
im Recent Campaign, It Is Said— 
Chief O’Neill Intimates That the 
Dismissal Was for Good of Depart- 
ment, but Refuses Specific Reasons 
—Not Under Civil Service Law. 


The sudden dismissal from the police force 
et Lieut. J. H. Creighton caused much sur- 
peise and started many rumors in the police 
force yesterday. Chief O'Neill would not 
explain his action further than to say it was 
for the good of the department. Others, how- 
ever, gave a widely different reason for the 
retirement of the South Chicago lieutenant. 

Creighton, it was declared, was a friend 
and political follower of Alexander J. Jones, 
member of the drainage board and open 
enemy of Mayor Harrison, and in this fact 
many saw the reason for Creighton’s dis- 
missal. The lieutenant, so.the story goes, 
was more active than discreet during the re- 
cent mayoralty campaign, and by his work 
aroused the animosity of the Harrison men 
in South Chicago. As a result his head was 
demanded and delivered to hisenemies.. 


Creighton a Friend of Hunt. 


It was declared also that Creighton was a 
friend of Inspector Hunt, who within two 
weeks was put forward as a candidate for 
the position of chief of police. It was de- 
clared that his partisanship overstepped the 
bounds of wisdom in this instance also. 

This Inspector Hunt denied last night, say- 
ing Creighton was a good officer, had always 
attended to business, and that he knew no 
eause for his removal. 

‘Chief O'Neill did not explain his action,”’ 
said the Hyde Park inspector, ‘‘ and I do not 
know what inspired his action. It wasasur- 
prise to me ”’ 

Chief O'Neill offered no tangible explana- 
tion. 

**I might have let Creighton out two years 
ago,’’ the chief said, “‘ but I have been pa- 
tient to a fault with him. He has now com- 
pleted his twenty years of service on the 
force and can receive a pension.”’ 


Not Under Civil Service. 

‘Was there any charge against the lieu- 
tenant?” the chief was asked. 

‘‘ There might be, but I have nothing to say 
on that score. He was a holdover, was not 
under civil service, and so I could dismiss him 
when I chose. I have borne much, and cer- 
tainly I am not vindictive, for I have given 
him every chance and haye extended his time 
in the service where I did not need to.”’ 

Lieut. Creighton himself says he knows 
nothing of the grounds for his dismissal. 


TRUNNION BRIDGE FIGHT ENDS. 


With Promised Opening of Ninety-fifth 
Street Structure Today “ Dispu- 
tants Close Controversy. 


By the promised reopening this morning of 
the broken bridge at Ninety-fifth street, the 
renewed controversy over the quality of the 
trunnion bascule bridges dies a natural 
death.

Calls on Men to Act. 
“ Preparaticns are under way for present- 
ing in Wabash avenue,’ said Mr. Behan, “a 
lavish exhibition of debauchery and all man- 


ner of crime. If we permitit weare cowards. 
.We should be cowhided. 


' “The responsibility rests partly with all 


respectable citizens in this section of the city. 
It is their duty to see that this monster of 
evil does not secure such a hold here that we 
will be unable to dislodge it. 

“More responsibility rests on the men 
whom you elect to represent you in the coun- 
cil. They do not protect your interests when 
they permit the opening of these resorts so 
near to your homes, Let them call on the 
mayor andask that the licenses of the saloons 
conducting illegal places be revoked. The 
mayor is also at fault. An order might be 
issued from him which would be qbeyed, and 
which would close every one of these evil 


dens. 
Censure for Aldermen. 

“The trouble is that most of these resorts 
represent some interest high in politics.

‘dives. We must insist that the alderman 


who suffers these evils to continue is unfit 
to be in the council, and we must see to it 
that he feels the force of our disapproval. 

** Let the alderman, then, be addressed by 
all of you, and tell him these facts. A dele- 
gation should meet the mayor and give him 
to understand we hold him party to the per- 
mitted evils."’ 


Clean Streets Morally. 


The Rev. Johnston Myers, in explaining 
the nature of the meeting, said the invasion 
of Wabash avenue was due to the expulsion 
of the dives from 6ther streets. 

“A few months ago State and Clark 
etreets were under the rule of this sort of 
and crime," he said. The re- 
spectable people there grew so tired of the 
conditions that they protested effectually te 
the mayor.

GIRL DIES WITH SECRET: 
POISONING CASE UNSOLVED. 


Miss Myrtle Shelton Remains Uncon- 
scious Until Death—Relatives Renew 
Charges That She Was Murdered. 


Miss Myrtle Shelton died at the county 
hospital yesterday and carried with her to 
death the secret of her poisoning. From the 
time she was found in the Union depot on 
Friday night until the end she remained un- 
conscious. 

With the young woman’s death members 
of her family became more positive in their 
declarations that she was murdered. Mrs, 
Jane Shelton, the mother, will visit Lieut. 


day, and they will confer on the case. 

“My daughter never threatened to end 
her life, ‘and I am sure she was murdered,”’ 
said Mrs. Shelton. 

Other relatives take the same view, in 
spite of the belief on the part of the police 
that Miss Shelton committed suicide. To 
sustain their theory they point to the fact 
that no bottle containing poison was found 
in her possession, and that, of the $15 she 
had when she left Evanston, only 20 cents 
has been found. 

Lieut. Harding and a number of detectives 
have been at work on the case, and they 
say that from all of the evidence accumulated 
everything indicates that the girl had been 
despondent. 
The police have made efforts to learn 
whether Miss Shelton appeared in the wait- 
ing room at the depot umaccompanied. A 
number of people have been found who say 
the young woman was accompanied by an 
elderly, well dressed woman. The police, 
however, say this statement is contradicted 
by employés at the depot. 

‘“*T will do everything in my power to solve 
the mystery, and I believe we will be success- 
ful in a few days,”’ said Lieut. Harding. 
‘“‘ From the evidence which I have secured it 
seems Miss Shelton had been despondent over 
ill health and may have:taken the drug her- 
self.”’ 

The lieutenant also said he would ask Cor- 
oner Traeger to postpone the inquest for a 
week.

TACOMA AND SEATTLE 


Rival Cities in State of Washington 
Claim Right to Furnish Escort Com- 
mittee for the President. : 


Tacoma, Wash., May 10.—[Special.]—Taco- 
ma and Seattle areat war over the question 
of which shall have charge of President 
Roosevelt and party when the president is 
escorted to Puget Sound navy yard at Brem- 
erton two weeks from today. 

The plans as approved by Secretary Loeb 
provide for embarkation upon the steamer 
Spokane at the Tacoma docks for the trip to 
the navy yard. Secretary Loeb specified that 
the steamer should not carry more than 
twenty-five guests other than the presiden- 
tial party. 
The Tacoma cOmmittee has invited forty 
Tacoma citizens to escort the president on 
the excursion. Seattle demands at least ten 
or twelve members of the escort committee, 
but Tacoma insists on naming the entire com- 
mittee. 

Congressman Humphrey is working for Se- 
attle, while Congressman Cushman sides 
with Tacoma. 

‘Congressman Humphrey threatens to take 
the Seattle committee to the dock and there 
make a personal appeal to Presicent Roose- 
velt for permission to accompany him on the 
sound excursion. 


Roosevelt’s Usual Quiet Sunday. 
Monterey, Cal., May 10.—President Roose- 
velt refused to review the troops at Fort 
Monterey today because it was Sunday. 
After breakfast the president and a small 
party took a seventeen mile horseback ride 
along the sea, Gov. Pardee and others of the 
party following in carriages. In the after- 
noon the president attended religious servy- 
ices at St. John’s chapel. Afterwards he 
took a long walk, met Secretary Moody, 
President Butler of Columbia college, and 
President Wheeler of the University of Cal- 
ifornia. He passed the evening in his rooms 
at the hotel. The start for the north will be 
made at 8 o’clock tomorrow morning.

HANNA OFFERS SERVICES 
TO SOUTHERN PACIFIC MEN. 


President of National Civic Federation 
Telegraphs Strike Leaders a Proposal 
to Arbitrate—Reply Is “Too Late.” 


Omaha, Neb., May 10.—[Special:y]—Marcus 
A. Hanna and the National Civic federation 
have requested permission to arbitrate the 
differences between the Southern Pacific rail- 
road company and its shopmen who have de- 
clared a strike. Mr. Hanna was notified by 
the Shopmen’s union.that it was too late to 
withhold the strike caH, which is set for Mon- 
day at noon and will extend from New Or- 
leans to Portiand, Ore., and Ogden, Utah, 


Longshoremen Make Terms. 


Montreal, Que., May 10.—The longshore- 
men’s strike practically was settled late to- 
night at a conference of the strike leaders 
and the shipping men. The basis of settle- 
ment was drawn up to be submitted to the 
strikers tomorrow. It is expected they will 
accept, and in this event shippers will agree 
also. Following is the basis of settlement: 
Union or nonunion men not to be discrimi- 
nated against by foremen; men secure the 
right to wear union buttons; representatives 
of men to have right to submit grievances 
before steamship compantes; and increased 
scale of wages agreed upon previously. 


Strikers Ask Militia Guard. 


St. Paul, Minn, May 10.—While the vote 
of the trainmen on the Great Northern sys- 
tem, the canvass of which was completed to- 
day, is understood to have been almost 
unanimously in favor of sustaining the posi- 
tion of the grand officers and general commit- 
tee upon the double header question, the in- 
dications are that there will not bea strike. 

About twenty-five association men, con- 
ductors and trainmen, most of whom have 
been long in the service of the company, held 
a conference with General Manager F. E. 
Ward today in an endeavor to avoida strike. 
These men, while loyal to the association, 
are sald to be opposed to any radical meas- 
ures, and the conference was asked for with 
a view to securing some sort of a compromise 
—something that would not mean a square 
backdown for either side. 

Mr. Ward made a number of concessions, 
the most important of which was an offer to 
agree that not more than 3 per cent of the 
trains on the whole system should be run as 
double headers. This is about the percentage 
now run. The men are said to regard this 
offer as a liberal one. 


IMMIGRANTS LEFT TO STARVE. 


Four Hundred Italians on Stranded Ship 
in Ocracoke Inlet, N. C., Deserted 
by Vessel’s Captain. 


Hatteras, N. C., May 10.—[Special. }—Four 
hundred Italian immigrants on the Italian 
barkentine Vera Cruz are stranded in Ocra- 
coke inlet, near Portemouth, N. C.. Thecap- 
tain has abandoned the ship, crew, and pas- 
sengers, making his way inland. The ship 
is destitute of provisions. 

It is reported that the captain took the 
vessel into the inlet for the purpose of land- 
ing the 400 immigrants, thus evaiding the 
payment of the usual fees at their port of 
destination, New Bedford, Mass. He ran the 
parkentine one — and it went aground. 

The immigrants are in danger of starva- 
tion unless speedily relieved,

Turning Point at Deering. 

A turning point In the strike of the em- 
ployés of the Deering Harvester company 
is expected this morning. Postal cards were 
sent to all of the strikers informing them 
that the shops will reopen today and that 
they are expected to report for work. 

The labor leaders fear that many of the 
strikers will return, and, if they do, rioting is 
expected, both in and out of the plant. The 
strike has been a peaceable one, but the 
workers are getting desperate and their lead- 
ers declare they are not in the mood to permit 
the reopening of the plant, except on their 
own terms. 

President W. G. Schardt of the Chicago 
Federation of Labor will attempt to secure 
another conference with Superintendent of 
Manufacture EB. A. 8. Clarke, and if he does 
will ask the company to make some con- 
cessions. Mr. Schardt has not given up hope 
of a settlement and yesterday deplored the 
talk of violence. 

The Building Material Trades council in- 
dorsed a strike of the engineers, firemen, 
blacksmiths, and machinists at the Ajax 
Drop Forge company, Blue Island and Hoyne 
avenues. Evidence was submitted to the 
council which showed that the places of the 
metal workers, who walked out last week, 
were being filled by outsiders. 


Hammond Plant Closed Permanently. 


General Manager K. H. Bell of the Ham- 
mond Packing company announced yester- 
day that the plants of that firm at Hammond, 
Ind., have been closed permanently, but de- 
nied the report that this action was taken 
because the laborers struck. He acknowl- 
edged, however, the strike had hastened the 
shutdown. 

“ Phe new plant at the Union stockyards 
will be ready for slaughtering within two 
weeks,” he said. “We have now between 
1,700 and 2,000 men at*work there assembling, 
constructing, and setting machinery. With- 
in a day or two we will have more than that, 
and soon the entire plant will be ready. i 

“The closing of the Hammond plant was 
hastened by a strike of the laborers, but we 
would have shut it down any way. It was 
our intention to move from Hammond by de- 
partments. This would have taken several 
months, but now we will hurry the matter 
through. We even had men dismantling the 
machinery out there today and many wers 
busy at the yards.”’ 

Negroes Charge Bad Faith. 

The negro waiters who are on strike in the 
H, H. Kohisaat & Co. restaurants have dee 
sued a statement in which they accuse Presi- 
dent F. R. Barnheisel of the company with 
bad faith. On two occasions, they say, they 
have sought conferences with Mr. Barn- 
heisel, and in each instance they have been 
unable to reach him, although he was near 
athand. .

Deaf mutes in: Illinois and. in many parts of the country were gratified to hear of 
the appointment of Charles P. Gillette as superintendent of the Illinois School for the 


Deaf as successor to thg late Dr. Gordon. Prof. Gillette's 


lather, the late Dr. Philip G. 


Gillette, was the superintendent of the state institution for more than thirty years, and 
was more widely known in the advancement of deaf mute education than any other man, 
with the possible exception of Dr. Gallaudet, the head of the national deaf mute college at 


Washington. 


._ To the elder Dr. Gillette the thousands of deaf mutes now employed in various occupa- 
tions all over the country owe the facilities which made it possible for them to aoquire 
mechanical training, for it was Dr. Gillette who originated and perfected the manual 
training features of deaf mute schools, now a part of all such institutions, but originally 
planned in the school at Jacksonville, which for many years was the largest and most 
complete deaf school in the world and the model for state institutions elsewhere. 

Prof. Gillette has been an instructor at the Illincis school for several years, is familiar 


with the work, and is said to possess many of the qualifications of his father.

CLAWS IN UMBRIA PLOT. 


INVESTIGATION SKOWS MACHINE 
‘WAS SET FOR ACTION. 


Batteries Were Connected, but Device 
. Had Not Been Sprung—Were Shipped 
from Cleveland Factory Jan. 2, 1903 
—Handwriting Expert Declares 
Warning Note te Police Was from 
an Educated American—No Official 
Word Has Reached British Embassy 


New York, May 10.—[Special. ]—Investiga- 
tions today established important points 
bearing upon the solution of the mystery of 
the infernal machine found on the Cunard 
line’s ‘dock yesterday. 

It was on Jan. 2, 1903, that the two power- 
ful standby dry cell batteries used in the 
device left for shipment on the Umbria were 
shipped from the factory of the National 
Carbon company of Cleveland, O. 

Despite the contrary statements in the 
postscript of the mysterious ‘‘ Mafia ”’ let- 
ter, the battery was connected and the cur- 
rent effective, and the igniting device was 
set for action and not yet sprung, when the 
box was opened. 

Though of a high grade and potential for 
disaster, the dynamite probably is of a qual- 
ity. containing not more than 60 per cent 
nitro-glycerine. 

It is believed that neither the dynamite nor 
the battery cells used were bought in New 
York City. . 

David N. Catvaiho, handwriting expert, ex- 
presses the opinion that the author of the 
warning letter was a man, an American, ac- 
customed to writing rapidly, highly intelli- 
gent, and who obviously disguised his hand- 


writing. . 
i Battery Was Set. 

George E. Murray, superintendent of the 
bureau of combustibles and explosives, and 
his assistant experts passed almost the entire 
day in his laboratory today making further 
tests of the deadly contents of the infernal 
machine and scrutinizing every detail of the 
cunningly contrived mechanism arranged for 
its: explosion. Mr. Murray insists that, 
despite the explicit statement in the mys- 
terlous “ Mafia ’’ letter,. that ‘‘ the battery 
is not attached and the lighter not set,’’ he 
found the ‘battery properly connected with 
the lighting device, the battery cells in goud 
potential. condition, andthe lighter set for 
‘action, with its trigger not yet released by 
‘the clockwork, which was ticking away mer- 
erily }even after.the infernal machine had 
soaked for half an hour beneath the water. 
There were no percussion caps fitted to the 
lower ends of the time fuses, but they were 
inserted in wads of gun cotton, which, in 
turn, was packed into the cartridges of 
dynamite. Tests made today show that 
there was no*flaw’in the mechanical device. 


"Search for Two Italians.

HE LIKES REPORTERS NOW 


CLEVELAND APOLOGIZES FOR 
FORMER TREATMENT OF PRESS. 


Former President in Address to News- 
paper Men Hints That He Would 
Like te Have Mark Hanaa and John 
Mitchell Induce the Civic Federa- 
tion to Arbitrate Between Him and 
the Newspapers—Praises the Corre- 
spondents and Is Forgiven. 


Washington, D. C., May 10.—[Special.]— 
Grover Cleveland has made ample public 
apology to reporters and newspaper, corre- 
spondents for his treatment of them during 
his eight years’ stay in the White house. 
During the two terms he was president it 
is notorious that he was not on friendly terms 
with them. Now he wants Mark Hanna and 
John Mitchell to arbitrate between him and 
the press. 

The ex-president’s apology was made in 


@ speech to newspaper men at St. Louis, and, 


the stenographic report only reached Wash- 
ington today. No. public man or private cit- 
izen has made a speech in recent years that 
has created such a sensation among newspa- 
per men. He eaid: 

“I attended today a meeting of the Civic 
federation, and at that time a thought came 
to me. Remembering the grand principles 
of justice and humanity which that eminent 
body stood for, the character of such men 
as Senator Hanna and John Mitchell, both 
men of power and influence, it was sug- 
gested to my mind that it was about time 
to get the Civic federation to arbitrate be- 
tween me and the press. 


Tells of His Wedding Trip. 

“It has been my observation that the mem- 
bers of the press are always industrious. I 
recall at the time of my wedding trip some 
examples of that characteristic zeal. I am 
told that one genius climbed into the windows 
of my car, and even clung to the brake beams 
in his anxiety to serve his paper and get news 
to the American reading public. 

‘‘T can assure that gentleman, if he is pres- 
ent incognito this evening, that he would 
have been welcome in my car, although it 
was a time of all times when a man does re- 
quire some privacy. 

**I believe that it would be a good thing to 
get up an agreement with the newspaper 
men, so that we plain citizens might become 
their clients or patrons. Then we might give 
them just what we chose to surrender of our 
official or private secrets. I think that by 
this means we might work up a greater inter- 


4 est in the press, but, gentlemen, let me advise 


you that they are good friends tohave. They 
are men of broad and catholic sympathies 
and full of understanding of the weaknesses 
and frailties of the race, and quick to recog- 
nize and support virtues. Therefore, the 
man who is in th® business of harboring no 
good will toward the newspaper man is ina 
losing business.”’ 


Voted Full Forgiveness. 

As Mr. Cleveland.took his seat he was 
given a demonstration, and newspaper men 
around the board sang that well known 
campaign chorus, ‘‘ Grover, Grover, four 
more years of Grover. - 

When quiet was restored a big voiced mem- 
ber of the Gridiron club present arose and 
solemnly proposed * that in view of the hum- 
ble confession just: made by the most dis- 
tinguished private citizen in the world, he be 
forgiven."’ The motion was carried. 

Senator Hanna in his. remarks said that 
he had no confessions to make to the Wash- 
ington newspaper men, and no apologies to 
offer to them. “It did not take me long,”’ 
he added, ‘‘ to reach an understanding with 
the Washington correspondents generafly. 
It did not require eight years of public life 
in Washington for me to understand and 
comprehend the mission of the representative 
newspaper men of the country.”

TELLS GIRLS HOW 10 WED 


BRITISH FOREIGN OFFICE’S SYN- 
OPSIS OF WORLD'S LAWS. 


Unique Book Issued by Authority of 
the English Government to Instruct 
Young Women Who Contemplate 
International Marriages—Fifty-one 
Separate Statutes of United States 
Explained—Some of the Obstacles 
Imposed by European Countries. 


LONDON, May 10.—“ For the guidance of 
young English people about to marry for- 
eigners might be the title of an official re- 


port just issued by the British foreign office. 


It 46 nothing less than a study of'marriage 
customs In many lands. 

In these days of international marriages 
the report is interesting.. There is a possi- 
bility that it will find a place alongside the 
Peerage in all well regulated English fam- 
ilies. For, as the report says, ‘‘ Cases are 
by no means rare in which young English- 
women find their marriage ceremonies invalid 
through some infraction. of unknown laws.’’ 

The advice to young Englishwomen, al- 
though by inference, is plain. When about 
to contract a foreign marriage study the 
report carefully. and become familiar with 
all the marriage customs of the prospective 
husband’s nation. 

It is not unlikely that the matrimonial 
report will be found of interest in other coun- 
tries than England. Possibly families con- 
templating international marriages will rise 
up and call the British foreign office blessed 
for having taken the time from more serious 
matters to prepare a compendium of matri- 
mony in many lands. The descriptions of 
marriage laws as given by the report in brief 
follow: 

‘* There exists the utmost divergence in for- 
eign matrimonial practices. In the United 
States alone there are no fewer than fifty- 
one distinct marriage laws, one for each state 
or territory, and one for the District of 
Columbia. In some parts little more than 
a personal declaration is. wanted. In others 
the preliminary proceedings may take many 
months. 

_, America’s Fifty-one Laws. 

‘* All over the continent of Europe the law 
seems to have been framed with a view of 
cheeking legal unions.. In Holland any child 
over 21 but under 30 must first respectfully 


ask the consent of its parents. If they ob- 


ject the case is brought before a judge, 
who attempts to mediate. If he is unsuc- 
cessful the aspirants -must wait three 
months. If parenjs are;dead, brothers or 
sisters or uncles or aunts may act. 

‘*In the grand duchy of.Luxemburg regu- 
lations are still stricter, although the limit 
of in erence there is 25 years of age. 
First comes the formal request; if parents 
object, legal proceedings follow. If the 
judge considers the objection weil founded 
he forbids the marriage. The ‘respectful 
request,” of which so much is made, has 
to be drawn up and presented by lawyers. 
If the parents are not.in the country eight 
people, half men and half women, have to 
swear to the fact, and the couple have then 
to wait for a month. A child of 60 or 70 
who wishes to marry has to ask his parents’ 
permission, if they are alive, or give good 
proof of their death. 


Kentucky’s Low Age Limits. 

“ The age at which marriages are permitted 
varies greatly. In Kentucky a girl of 12 and 
a boy of 14 can marry. In most places the 
limit of age is 18 for mén and 16 for women. 
In Germany a man must be 21 before he 
marries. In several parts of America it is 
unlawful for white persons to marry black. 

* The law of France is specially notable for 
stipulating about the legal rights of each 
party, and the relations of each to the earn- 
imgs of the other if necessary. It is literally 
true that the man who marries a French 
woman becomes’ by French law Ilable to be 
called on for the support of his wife’s near 
relatives if they are in need. 

“The Hungarian law contains one provi- 
sion which will appeal to those who have 
been mulcted for damages for breach of 
promise of marriage. The relations created 
by a betrothal are expressly Geclared to give 
no right to demand the conclusion of a mar- 
riage. If either party retires, however, with- 
out justifiable grotnds, he or she is bound 
to grant compensation. to the other not ex- 
ceeding the outlay incurred."

Filled Almost to Bursting. 


There was a crowd, al} right, all right, and 
the biggest one that ever fought and jammed 
itself into the south side grounds.

Half of the Worth Jockey club's spring 
meeting has been run, and shouid the same 
standard be maintained throughout the sec- 
ond half the meeting will pass into turf his- 
tory as one of clean sport.

ord. Earlier in the afternoon Little Scout 
lowered the record for a mile and a husdred 
yards from 1:47% to 1:46 flat. Friday last 
Thane set the record for a mile and seventy 
yards at 1:44%. Tuesday Milkirk ran four 
and a half furlongs in :54%, and on the first 
day of the meeting Sanctum had broken the 
track recsrd for the same distance when he 
stepped in :55. On May 2 Sanctum won a 
half mile race in :47%, and there is no telling 
what the time for that race might have been 
had Don Domo got away well and not lost 
ground at the turn into the stretch. 


Don Domo and Sanctum.

Easterners Short Sightedi 

Whims of eastern racing patrons are hard 
for westerners to understand. Two years 
ago Advance Guard went to the metropol- 
itan tracks from the courses at Chicago 
People here knew the Caruthers & Shields 
horse was a high class hendicap anima). 
That in itself was suffici-nt to prejudice 
the eastern critics a bit ind there was 
skepticism about the Grea  .om horse hav- 
ing amy real quality.

“ When Johnny Comes Marching Home ” 
is the apotheosis of the stars and stripes 
and of the hoop skirt. The former beautiful 
emblem appealed strongly to the patriotism 
of the audience that crowded: McVicker’'s 
theater last evening to the last available 
place, and the latter remarkable style of 
dress tickled its risibilities and its fancy.

As for the opera itself, it is above the aver- 
age of its kind’in worth and eral interest. 
The book is in mowise.remarkable for either 
definiteness of--plot or beauty of lyric, the 
attempt to introduce the melodramatic in- 
terest of the present day war. play being as 
clumsy in execution as it is ineffective, and 
the lyrics being little more than the cus- 
tomarys jingle that is manufactured whole- 
sale in the libretto-shops of the country. 
There are some reasonably bright bits of 
dialogue, however; a few puns that have not 
the mustiness of antiquity about them, and 
the book is well planned so far as the ad-.

The music is among the best that has been 
heard here in a similar work in some time, 
being melodious throughout, well contrast- 
ed, and put together with more than cus- 
tomary evidence.of musical understanding. 
The liberal employment of the melodies of 
the south and of the war times gives a melod- 
ic material that~ furnishes a foundatidn of 
musical solidity and worth, and the manner 
in which these different melodies are intro- 
duced, combined, and elaborated tells of skill 
and considerable theoretical knowledge on 
the part of Mr. Edwards. The ensemble in 
the first act, which is built up on “ Suwanee 
River,” and the finale.of the act, in which 
‘“‘ Dixie’ and other airs are prominent, are 
unusually wéll made from a musical view- 
point, and they’ failéd not last evening to 
receive generous recognition at the audience’s 
hands. 

The original, numbers in the score are also 
better than the average, several of them

LAY CONFBSSION 70 FEAR 


PARENTS OF JULIUS WILTRACK 
SAY POLICE ABUSED HIM. 


“The Parad- 


Deny Boy’s Story of the Killing of Paul 
Paszkowski—Capt. Kandzia Insists 
Prisoner Has Been Treated with 
Kindness, Though in Sweatbox for 
Several Hours Every Day-—To Be 
Confronted with Father and Mother 
Today and Asked to Repeat Account

Julius Wiltrack, the 11 year old boy who 
confessed Saturday afternoon that his step- 
father had murdered 6 year old Pau! Pasz- 
kowski two weeks ago in Cragin, will be 
asked to} repeat his statement before his 
parents this morning. The father and moth- 
er declared yesterday that the confession was 
forced by the police, the boy finally signing 
the paper to escape the terrors of the “‘sweat- 
box.”’ 

Mrs. E. Mazilewski and John Statikus, 112 
West Fourteenth street, who yesterday as- 
serted that Mrs. Wiltrack had admitted to 
them that her husband shot the boy, will 
also bé present. 

Mrs. Wiltrack admitted and denied during 
the day that she had made any statement to 
her friends while visiting at their home in 
Fourteenth street Wednesday night. 

“They have betrayed me,”’ she cried, while 
talking in the county jail to Detectiye Ra- 
domski, whom she has known for several 
years. ‘“ My friends have betrayed me to aid 
in the persecution.” 

Then she denied that she ever said that her 
husband had killed the Paszkowsk! boy. 


Says Police Forced Confession. 


“tT do not wonder that Julius has told the 
story which he signed,’ Mrs. Wiltrack told 
the detective in her native tongue. “I won- 
‘der that he has been able to hold out so long. 
I know of the way that he has been treated. 
One day he has been abused and the next 
petted; one day he has been starved and the 
next fed with the best. I havé been told that 
he has been given wines. I know that he has 
been promised money. I know that he has 
been threatened. So I do not wonder. 
But I know certainly that neither I 
nor my husband has had anything to do 
with the shooting of that boy. Julius ought 
to be punished for telling such a story.”’ 

Wiltrack was more composed. When told 
that his wife had made a confession, he 
seemed to be alarmed for a minute and then 
said he knew his wife had not confessed to 
something that had not taken place. He, too, 
declared that the police had forced the child 
to accuse his parents. 


Many Hours in Sweatbox. 


Since the finding of young Paszkowski's 
body and the immediate arrest of the Wil- 
track boy the latter has spent many hours 
in the “sweatbox."” Twice every day and 
sometimes oftener he has been taken before 

_gome police official and questioned. The po- 
lice, however, deny that the boy has bven 
treated harshly. They say that he was 
treated with all possible kindness. 

“Tt know that the boy had plenty to eat at 
all times and that he was never misused,” 
said Capt. Kandzia, who has been directing 
the investigation of the case. “ From the 
first almost we were convinced that the 
Wiltracks knew who were the guilty per- 
sons. After the first day I was certain that 
the boy was not guilty. It was a case of hav-

SOUL BEFORE MONEY. 


Dr. R. A. White Discusses R. T. 
Crane's Argument That College 
Education Does Not Pay for a 


Business Career. 


“ Education and Life” was discussed by 
the Rev. R. A. White in the Stewart Avenue 
Universalist church yesterday. Dr. White 
said in part: 4 

“One of our successful Chicago business 
men, R. T. Crane, has published an interest- 
ing pamphlet on academic education and a 
commercial life. One need not agree with his 
conclusions to be interested. On the whole, 
the replies from college professors and gradu- 
ates and from business men are not definite 
or conclusive. His range of inquiry has not 
been wide enough for safe genera! conclu- 
sions. 

** Moreover, one feels that Mr. Crane starts 
with the purpose of proving a proposition 
rather than for an impartial investigation. 

“Naturally one would think that a purely 
classical education would make better busi- 
ness men than a mere elementary education. 
Education gives mental power, intellectual 
grasp of a new situation, a mental versatility 
that the uneducated man does not have. Not 
that translating Cicero will directly help a 
man to sell shoes, but the mental discipline 
derived from translating Cicero creates a 
mental power to cope with tasks which re- 
quire concentration and sustained thought. 

*“ But supposing it were true that a college 
education does not fit a man to make more 
money and make it faster than the unedu- 
cated man. Is that the whole of the ques- 
tion? Is money the only thing worth striving 
for? The proposition is thoroughly char- 
acteristic of our modern commercial spirit: 
‘Does it pay?’ Better by far is the attitude 
of the unsuccessful college man quoted who 
pleaded guilty to financial failure, but in- 
sisted that his college education had given 
him something worth more than money, a 
broader view and interest in life, and if he 
had life to live over again he would take 
the college and let the money take its 
chances. Possibly this young man might not 
have made money if he had not gone to col- 
lege. His failure to get rich does not prove 
that his college education prevented him. 

Here is the vital thing: ‘Man shall not 
live~by bread alone.’ There are realms of 
life, inspirational, joyful, supremely interest- 
ing, into which education alone introduces 
aman. To know Sophocles and Euripides, 
to laugh over the odd humor of Aristophanes 
may not be a commercial enterprise, but the 
knowledge is of great mental and spiritual 
satisfaction to the man who knows. The soul 
of man has some rights as well as the dollar.’’ 


SUNDAY SCHOOL NEEDS. 


W. G. Sherer of Evanston Suggests 
Music, Birds, and Flotiers as a 
Remedy for the Present Stagna- 


tion or Retrogression. 
' Music, birds, and flowers were suggested 
as means for rejuvinating the Sunday school 
by W. G. Sherer, a prominent Sunday school 
worker of Evanston, yesterday afternoon, 
in an address at the First Congregational 
church. 

“ The bible school has not kept up with the 

ession,’’ said Mr. Sherer. “It is ata 
standstill, if it is not positively retrograding. 
The church does not know what it believes, 
and it cannot teach what it does not know. 
It has not yet accepted new beliefs, and it 
does not hold to the old ones. 

** Teachers do not dare to answer questions 
regarding the first chapter of Genesis 
straight out; they dodge, and so they lose 
the children as soon as they are 15 or 16 
years old. Toa high school student there is 
an apparent contradiction between the first 
chapter of Genesis and what he is taught in 
school, and we must have competent teach- 


ers to handle such pupils. The issue involved 
in such questions should be avoided if pos- 
sible, but when an answer is inevitable it 
should be made honestly. I could not teach 
that the world was made in six days of 
twenty-four hours each. 

“The church is in the throes of a great 
readjustment, and we must use new ideas 
and new methods, while holding to the old 
principles. The woodenness of the present 
lesson system, the inadequate grading, and 
the indefiniteness of the curriculum must be 
changed.” 

“The generation that is growing up is 
grossly ignorant of the bible,"’ said Prof. 
Kingsley, superintendent of the Evanston 
public schools. “It does not even know 
how many wives Solomon had.” 


MAN'S MISSION IN LIFE.- 


Bruce Brown Sags It Is Not to Pose 
As a Tailor’s Advertisement or 
a Beer Sign, but to Conquer 
Self and Serve Others, 


“The mission of man is not to pose as 
a tailor’s advertisement or a beer sign,” 
said the Rev. Bruce Brown in his sermon 
in the North Side Christian church last 
evening. He continued: 

“To conquer self is the mightiest struggle 
of any man’s life. Many a brave soldier 
who never faltered in carrying his country’s 
flag through shot and shell over the enemy’s 
ramparts goes down in defeat when he tries 
to outdo the passions that rage within his 
own breast. Alexander the Great conquered 
the whole world, but fell at last before his 
own passions. 

* To serve our fellow-men is not hard when 
the soul has been conquered and dedicated 
to God and the advancement of his cause. 
There are two periods in every life, the 
period of receptivity and the time of fruitage. 
He who receives and never gives is at war 
with the whole universe and if there be no 
hell in the next life he will make one in this. 

“ The mission of the preacher is the mission 
of a man. The. mission of the church is the 
same as that of the public schools. The 
true aim of each is to lift humanity God- 
ward and heavenward. Religion is nota bell 
hung in the steeple to ring for weddings and 
funerals. Religion, pure and undefiled re- 
ligion, is to visit the poor and sick and sinful, 
to make bad men good and good men better.”’

Meeting. 

Dedication day exercises were held at the 
Bethlehem chapel, Fifth avenue and Fifty- 
second street; yesterday afternoon, the day 
being also the anniversary of the laying of 
the corner stone. The sermon was preached 
by the Rev. Cleland Boyd McAfee, pastor 


of the Forty-first Street Presbyterian church,

TALKS OF CLEANER CITY. 


W. A. Bartlett Urges a Religious 
Revival and Crusade Against 
Disorderly Saloons and Evil 
Pictures on West Side. 


In the recent explosion at the Institutional 
colored church the Rev. W. A. Bartlett sees 
a lesson for other churches. He thinks the 
colored organization may consider itself 
honored because the enemies of religion and 
civic righteousness consider their church dan- 
gerous enough to sin, for attack. 

In his sermon yesterday morning in the 
First Congregational church he said: 

“Sin and horror are all around the 
churches. There may be heard the midnight 
ery of the victims of our inactivity on street 
after street. If ever there was a call fora 
revival it has come now. I mean a revival 
of essentials and a burial of nonessentials— 
a revival that shall make us as churches join 
hands and go down te the city hall and say 
to the mayor and chief of police: ‘ We have 
come to unite with you in driving out the 
stalking sin that is compelling old residents 
to flee from their homes; that is ruining busi- 
ness en West Madison street; is undermining 
the whole city.’ 

“Yes. we are willing to be called ‘ knock- 
ers,’ for the evils are real, and something 
more than a literary dilettanteism is needed 
to suppress/them. I have in my possession 
letters just/ received from business and pro- 
fessional men asking if the church may not 
do something; and if I read the spirit of this 
church, it fis, under God, the spirit of which 
we boast as A city—the_spirit of ‘ I will.’ 

“Yesterday was cleaning up day~<in the 
Twentieth ward. The school children were 
invited to clean back yards, vacant lots, and 
alleys, and as a reward for this diligence in 
working among the microbes of past genera- 
tions certain city officials promised the chil- 
dren the treat of seeing said _ officials drive by 
as they inspected this work, receiving their 
congratulations, 

“How would it do for the city officials to 
get down out of the carriages and begin some 
cleaning in the saloons, fn removing bill- 
boards and slot machines, whose pictures 
corrupt the youth?. Some of us would be 
willing to walk long distances to congratu- 
late them.”

HUGHES ON CONTRACTS. . 
Forerunner of a New System of Teach- 
ing Law and Law Research. 

“ Hughes on Contracts,”’ a publication by 
Callaghan & Co., is not merely a new law 
book. It is a book of general interest to the 
layman as well as to the professional attor- 
ney. It is at the same time the forerunner 
of a new system of teaching law and of law 
research. It proposes an entirely new and 
original Method of dealing with the topic, 
whether as student or practicing attorney, 
and if the method commends itself to the 
profession it can be followed by a work on 
‘“* Criminal Law ’’ and by works on the other 
departments of jurisprudence, and so a new 
system of approach to the law and its ex- 
ploitation be effected. Such an ambitious 
effort. it is needless to say, calls for more 
than ordinary review. It is not only a new 
explication of contract law, but is a model 
for the progressive book of the future. It 
is in three parts, the first part to be studied, 
the second to be read, while the third is 
devoted to reference matter, the three be- 
ing printed in different and suitable type. 
These divisions of the work recall Bacon’s 
aphorism that some books are to be tasted, 
others swallowed, and some others chewed 
and digested. 

The author embodies the fundamental con- 
ceptions of the book in twenty-six sections, 
then follow the elements of the subject in 124 
sections (chapters II. to XIV.). Beyond this 
point the work presents an entirely new 
organism—namely: a reference appendix in 
nonpareil type, wherein are to be found 
the great cases, English and American, and 
the maxims and general word topic heads 
that relate to the subject of contracts. These 
are crose references, and by this means one 
is ted directly to the maxim or case upon the 
subject heis considering. Here is something 
of great consequence to a lawyer or student, 
and the simplicity, yet profound complete- 
ness, of the author Hughes’ system gives 
much color to the high claims that are made 
for the inp’ vation. Lawyers will readily 
gee whate dition it affords. 

It is prac .val In the unfailing precision 
with which it points to the great leading 
cases and authorities on its every proposi- 
tion, which cases and authorities in turn 
serve as unerring guideboards to local cases 
and authorities. : 

For its simplicity, “‘Hughes on Contracts” 
must appeal to laymen everywhere who seek 
the elemental rules of contracts. . 

By its resort to fundamental principles 
and for the scientific way of treating con- 
tracts as a.part of a large system which 


must be ever kept in mind, it presents to 


the student, confused by mass, the clear 
vision of right ideas. 

For all these reasons and the added prac- 
ticalness of its text index and condensation of 
cases it is sure to find a place on the shelves 
of lawyers who count their energies and 
earning capacities as valuable assets of 
life. 


GERMANY IN LUTHER’S TIME. 
Translated by Henry Van Dam. E. P. 
Dutton & Co., New York. 

No medium enables us to see so clearly into 
the social life of a period as either letters 
or journals of the time. Mr. Van Dam, in 
translating these memoirs of Bartholomew 
Sastrow, shows us the Germany of the six- 
teenth century clearly enough to make us 
grateful not to have been there, interesting 
as the time was. An introduction is sup- 
plied by Herbert A. L. Fisher of New college. 
Oxford, which gives a brief outline of the 
period and some interesting details about 
Sastrow. ‘‘ He was just the kind of man.” 
says Mr. Fisher, “who always rows his 
full weight and more than his weight in a 
boat. But save for his vigorous hates, he 
was a prosaic fellow, given to self- 
gratulation, who never knew romance, and 
mafried his housemaid at the age of 78.’ 
His journals show the lawsuits were as the 
breath of life to him, and he was always in- 
volved in some sort of legal broil. 

Full of energy. fighting poverty bravely. 
attending lectures at 30 to supply defects In 
his early education. it is impossible not to 
respéct him. His freedom from introspec- 
tion is refreshing, and his pages read as 
impersonally as 2 scientific treatise ome 
when some enemy is under discussion. 
led a stirring life, from one place to another, 


here laying the table and pumping water 
for washing, there copying deeds, again go- 
ing gayly to executions or feasts, no detail 
of either function escaping his observation. 
Luther is often mentioned with respect, ad- 
miration, or reverence. Sastrow was a good 
Protestant, though no more tolerant than 
his brethren. He had become old, prosper- 
ous and bitter before he wrote his memoirs, 
which cover only the first thirty-five years 
of his life. Mr. Van Dam’s translation is 
free and effective, quite unhampered by re- 
strictions of language or period. 


WHAT THE KESWICK MOVEMENT IS 
Dr. Pierson Writes of the Precept and 

- Practice of the Religious Force. 

Dr. “Arthur T. Pierson has written “‘ The 
Keswick Movement in:+Precept and Prac- 
tice’’ (Funk & Wagnalls), for which the 
Rev. E. H. Hopkins has supplied an intro- 
duction. 

The name “ Keswick’ has now become 
historic. Inquiries as to the purpose and 
purport of the “ Keswick Movement” are 
frequent, and this little book by Dr. Pierson 
ig an attempt to answer them. It traces the 
story of the ‘*‘ Keswick convention ”’ in Eng- 
land, through the more tham quarter of a 
century of its annual recurrence, and shows 
what are the principles and practices for 
which Keswick stands. 

Dr. Pierson traces the beginning of the 
movement to the work in London in 1873 of 
two American evangelists, Mr. and Mrs. R. 
Pearsall Smith. From this sprang up, in 
many quarters of Great Britain. meetings for 
new self-dedication, resulting in what Dr. 
Pierson calls “a surprising transformation 
of temper.”’ 

“These mew experiences of victorious 
power found in Christ, for present sin and 
need, came to thousands as practically a 
new revelation. It was not so much a dis- 
covery of new truth as of new life. The 
promises and commands of God were un- 
changed, but there was new grasp on the 
promises and new strength to obey the com- 
mands. Members of churches and é¢ven min- 
isters of Christ found, after years of daily 
defeat and discouragement in their conflicts 
with sin, a sudden and marvelous uplift of 
eoul; a supernatural courage and confidence 
in meeting the adversary, and a peace that 
passeth understanding.”’ 

Naturally, this spirit resulted in a number 
of religious conferences and assemblies, in 
and near Cambridge, at Oxford, at Stroud, 
at Brighton. and finally July, 1875; in a eon- 
vention at Keswick, the beautiful village in 
the lake region known to Americans as 
Wordsworth’scountry.” A convention has 
been held annually since them at the same 
place, and the name of the village has be- 
come permanently associated with the spirit, 
teachings, and methods of the movement. 


ANNA OF THE FIVE TOWNS. 
A Strong English Story by Arnold Ben- 
nett. 

“Anna of the Five Towns,” by Arnold 
Bennett. fs a novel of an English Methodist 
town. Bursley, the mother town, may be 
taken as the typical village—a village which 


finds its work in manufacturing pottery, and: 


its social life in the revival meetings, the 
sewing circles, and above all, in the Sunday 
school of the Methodist church. The Meth- 
odist Englishman, according to his zeal and 
sincerity, is here portrayed with fine dis. 
cernment—for example, the revivalist. he 
with ‘“‘ two audiences, God and his congrega- 
tion’; the hypocritical Methodist, whose 
greatest injury seemed to be that he could 
not keep up the “ decent sham ”’ to the end: 
the sincere and enthusiastic Methodist and 
the cynical, half-doubtful one, like Anna. 
Anpa. brought up In great poverty and 
seclusion in the little town of Bursley, is the 
daughter of the miserly, rich old Ephraim 
Teliwright. On her coming of age she is 
given certain large sums of money in her own 
right, but she, not knowing how they are 
best managed, leaves them in her father’s 
hands. Through her he forces payment from 
one of her tenants, Titus Price. and Anna 
has her first bitter experience as a landlord 
At this time also she learns that she is 
loved. Mynors, a prominent man in both a 
religious anda business way, asks her hand 
in marriage, and she, accustomed to being 
ruled, consents, more in order to escape her 
father’s tyranny than to gratify her own 


desires. 
and a guilty conscience on account of a 
forged note, finally commits suicide, leav- 
ing his son with a disgraced name and @ 
burden of sorrow too heavy to bear. Whllle, 
therefore starts out for Australia, but at 
the last moment he meets Anna, and in that 
farewell is revealed to them both that they 
are lovers. Willie, his remnant of courage 
destroyed by his last irremedial blow, ends 
his life in an abandoned pitshaft. And Anna, 
all unconscious of this, marries Mynors, as 
the gods decreed she should. 


The strength of the story lies in its char- 
acter delineations, especially that of Anna, 
the suppressed, the restricted, the con- 
scientious. Her’s is a story without any 
embellishment. She Is one of these souls 
accustomed, to submission, who live con- 
tinually under the domination of “ that 
great and powerful class of house tyrants, 
the backbone of the British nation.” My- 
nors, the self-possessed, businesslike, pro- 
saic lover, is an admirable background of 
common sense and religious feeling. to offaet 
the frail, servile figure of Willie Price. 
Price is an fnnocent, who does wrong be- 
eause he is started so, and has not the 
efficiency to begin again; he is wholly with- 
out courage. It is just this type of man 
who calls forth all the mother instinct in a 
woman; it was natural. therefore, that Anna 
should yearn over this weakling who had 
need of her, and that she should take only a 
aoe rate enjoyment out of her accepted 
over. 

Mr. Bennett has shown rare tact tn the 
treatment of this subject. This parish life 
might have been dealt with In a humorous 
strain, or a sarcastic one, or a vehemently 
protestant one; here it is told in a mer 
objective manner, thus saving the dignity 
of the people and of their surroundings, 
The Methodist church in Bursley was as 
necessary to the people as the ant hill to the 
ant; in it many found their one diversion 
and interest, in it many reached the highest 
point of their development. The story of 
Anna, or of any inhabitant of Bursley, m 
then, be the story of the parish to no sl 
degree.

THE NATURE STUDY IDBA. 
Mr. L. F. Bailey Writes of the New 
School Movement. 


In “ The Nature Study Idea ” (Doubleday, 
Page & Co.) Prof. Liberty H. Bailey, editor 
of “Country Life in America,” has given 
“an interpretation of the new school move- 
ment to put the child in sympathy with na- 
ture.” Part L explains “ What Nature 
Study Is." part II. “‘ The Interpretation of 
Nature,” and part IIT. contains “ Some Prac- 
tical Inquiries and Some Ways of Answering 
Them.” The book is intended as a help for 
teachers who have “ floundered around," try< 
lag to teach a subject about which they are 
more or less ignorcnt. 

The author has gone into the subject ex. 
haustively, and the suggestions offered are of 
inestimable value. He explains at some 
length that this important branch of edu- 
cation is not a cut and dried subject, to be 
ladied out daily from text books: neither is 
it science teaching. It is the “ full expres- 
sion of personality.” It enlists the sympa- 
tLies of the eyes, heart, and brain, and opens 
the pupil’s mind by close observation to a 
knowledge and love of nature tn the broad- 
est sense of the word.

Normal 
schoo! is given credit for the introduction 
of elementary science as an organic part of 
achool work.

ern negroes. His second proposition is 
that there should be a division of indus- 
tries at the south, the tilling of the soil to 
be allotted to the blacks, Prof. Smith says 
“the white in the south is not a tiller of the 
soil; he cannot raise cotton, still less rice.” 
That is an old and an incorrect assertion. 
Even before the abolition of slavery a large 
percentage of all but a few southern prod- 
ucts was grown by white labor. The per- 
centage has increased since slavery was 
abolished. There is no part of the south 
where a white man who takes ordinary care 
of himself cannot work in the fields, and his 
labor is invariably more effective than that 
of the black man. If there were enough 
white laborers in the south to raise the cot- 
ton, tobacco, rice, and other crops their com- 
petition would be so potent that the blacks 
would be driven away from the land into 
the cities, where indeed too many of them 
are flocking now. The theory that the negro 
question can be disposed of by turning over 
to the blacks the cultivation of the soil is 
not even plausible. . 

In the May number of the North Amer- 
ican Review Archibald R. Colquhoun dis- 
cusses the negro question. He begins with 
the assertion that the position of the negro 
has not improved in the last decade, that 
his character shows distinct signs of retro- 
gression and that the relations between 
the white and black races are far less sat- 
isfactory. His remedy is “ discipline.” 
The fact should be acknowledged, says 
Mr. Colquhoun, that the negro is inferior 
mentally and morally to the Anglo-Saxon, 
not from inherent defects, but because he 
is at a different stage of social] evolution.

The subject is one which 
interests many foreigners, but really they 
do not understand it so well as the men 
who have been farhiliar with it all their 
lives.

ORD SACKVILLE and his daughters 
’ are so well known in this country, hav- 
{ng spent a number of years at the 
English embassy at Washington, that 
the suit brought by Henry Sackville 
West against Lord Sackville with a view to 
the ulterior establishment of his claims to be 
the legitimate son and heir of the latter, of 
his honors and of his considerable wealth, 


the United States. Lord Sackville admits 
that Henry is his son, but insists that he Is 
illegitimate, since he, Lord Sackville, had 
never been really married to Henry’s mother, 
Josephine Durand, a famous danseuse, known 
on the stage as Pepita de la Oliva. 

Now, against this contention of Lord Sack- 
ville, there is the fact that the baptismal 
certificates of all of his children by Josephine 
Durand, except that of the eldest daughter, 
Victoria, show their births to be legitimate. 
Moreover, at the mairie of the Sixth arrondis- 
sement in Paris, the register recording the 
civil marriage of his daughter Flora, on 
June 17, 1888, describes her over his signature 
and that of Lord Lytton, then British am- 
bassador at Paris, as “ daughter of Sir Lionel 
Sackville West and of his legitimate wife, 
Josephine Durand Sackville West.” 

Now this daughter, Flora. who on that oc- 
casion became the wife of Gabrie!] Salanson, 
formerly third secretary of the French lega- 
tion at Washington, and who has since been 
divorced, was born prior-to her brother 
Henry; consequently if she, as stated over 
the signature of Lord Sackville, was born 
in wedlock and is legitimate it necessarily 
follows that Henry Sackville West must be 
legitimate as well, and therefore entitled to 
succeed to his father’s peerage and valuable 
estates. 


Lord Sackville has four living children by 
Josephine Durand, who at the time when he 
was still secretary of the British embassy at 
Paris, as plain Mr. Sackville West, was living 
with him as his wife, first, 4 Avenue de 
L'Imperatrice, and afterwards at a villa at 
Arcachon, where she was known by the name 
of Countess Sackville. The four children are 
as follows: The eldest, Victoria, who, accord- 
ing to her baptismal certificate, which I have 
now before me, was illegitimate, the name of 
the father not being given; then Flora, the 
divorced wife of Gabriel Salanson; Henry, the 
claimant, and Amelia, who is unmarried, and 
who was in this country last winter visiting 
friends. Their mother died im giving birth to 
a fifth child, who is buried with her at 
Arcachon. 

After their mother’s death the children 
were cared for by her Intimate friend, the 
countess de Beon, and it was on her demise 
that Lord Sackville took his daughters to 
live with him at Washington, the son, Henry, 
having meanwhile been sent out to south 
Africa to learn farming. I may add that 
the count de Beon was one of the bride’s 
witnesses on the occasion of Flora’s mar- 
riage to Gabriel Salanson In 1888 at Paris, 
her bridal attendant being the American 
born duchess de la Rouchefoucauld, who 
was Miss Mattie Mitchell. 


The eldest daughter of Lord Sackville— 
that is to say, the one whose bap- 
tismal certificate, bearing the date of 
Oct. 1862, In the parish of St. 
Honoré d’Eylau, at Paris, shows her to 
have been illegitimate—is married to Lionel 
Sackville West, the oldest son of Lord Sack- 
ville’s younger brother William, and who 
will eventually succeed to Lord Sackville’s 
peerage and estates in the event of Henry 
being unable to establish his legitimacy. 
This eldest and tllegitimate daughter of 
Lord Sackville, who did the honors for her 
father when he was minister at Washing- 
ton, has always been his favorite child, and 
she, as well as her husband, make their home 
with him at Knole park, in Kent, one of the 
most magnificent country seats In the united 
kingdom. 

Tt was Gabriel Salanson, who, prior to 
his divorce, after quarreling with his father- 
in-law. Lord Sackville, about money mat- 
ters, first induced his brother-in-law, Henry 
Sackville West, to return from Africa and 
to establish his claims. Lord Sackville would 
not entertain them. and when Henry pre- 
sented himself at Knole park and demand- 
ed to be received by his father the latter ” 
caused him to be ejected by the servant, 
whereupon Henry took up his residence in 
the neighboring village of Sevenoaks, in 
Kent, with a carpenter, whose shop was at 
the gates of Knole park, so that Lord Sack- 
ville could not leave his place for a drive or 
ride without meeting his son, whose cause 
was, of course, at once taken up with the 
utmost sympathy by the villagers, with 
whom the now septuagenarian peer ts most 
unpopular, 

Henry Sackville West's proceedings in the 
London Court of Chancery last week. it 
must thoroughly be understood, were not 
for the purpose of seeking a recognition 
by his father of his legitimacy, but for the 
purpose of placing on lasting and legal record 
certain testimony for future use, and which, 
if not secured now, it may be impossible to 
obtain later on, owing to the death or dis- 
appearance of the witnesses. He cannot 
bring any suit to actually establish his 
legitimacy as long as his father is alive, 
and it ‘is only after Lérd Sackville’s death 
that he can present his claims to the suc- 
cession of his father’s peerage to the com- 
mittee of privileges of the house of lords, 
the only competent tribunal to deal with 
the question and his claims to the entalled 
estates before the court of the king’s bench. 
Until then there is nothing to be done tn the 
matter save to secure all the evidence pos- 
sible. 

When the two trials eventually take place 
we shall find a brother arrayed against his 
sister and her husband—namely: Mr. and 
Mrs. Lionel Weet—the latter herself admit- 
tedly illegitimate, endeavoring to prove her 
only brother to have been born out of wed- 
lock. The stake fcr which the fight wil! 
be made will be a peerage, a seat in the 
house of lords, the possession of Knole park, 
with all the priceless art treasures it con- 
tains, and a fortune yielding an income of 
about $150,000 or $200,000 a year. 

An immense amount of family linen of 
a particularly soiled character will be 
washed on that occasion in public, since 
charges of conspiracy, tampering with pub- 
lic documents, perjury, and even forgery, 
have been made freely both on the one side 
and the other, while the assistance of the 
law authorities in no less than four coun- 
tries—namely: France, Spain, and Prussia, 
in addition to England, will be invoked in 
the matter. 

I may add that neither “ Burke’s ” nor any 
other of the standard and semi-official peer- 
ages and works of reference describe Lord 
Sacvkville as a married man nor as having 
any children. On the other hand, he has 
described his daughter Flora, the divorced 
wife of Gabriel Salanzon, in the French 
official document and registry which he 
signed on the occasion of her wedding as his 
daughter, born of his lawful wife. 

Lord Sackville’s position in the matter, 
under the circumstances, is far from clear, 
and assuredly needs explanation. For either 
he has signed an official document which he 
knew to be untrue, which is a grave offense, 
or else he has no ground whatsoever for 
branding his children—save the eldest one— 
as illegitimate.

$Small Loans by Big Banks. 

The recent report of the president of the 
Bank of France shows to what éxtent small 
loans are made compared with the tendency 
of large American banks to handle only large 
loans and charge high rates for small ac- 
commodations. The detailed figures of the 
Statement of the president of the Bank of 
France show that at the opening of 1908 that 
institution had outstanding 4,901 separate 
loans on collateral security in amounts be- 
tween $50 and $100. During 1902 there were 
presented at the bank and discounted 6,263,- 
121 separate bills, of which 90,606 were in 
separate amounts, varying from §$1 to $2; 
1,434,394 in amounts from $3 te $10; 1,369,882 
in amounts from $10 to $20; and 3,568,289 for 
larger sums. The average maturity was 
twenty-one days.

Anthracite Continues Active. 

The Black Diamond, an organ of the west- 
ern coal.trade, says respecting the situation 
in the local market during the last week: 

“ Except for the continued pronounced ac- 
tivity in anthracite, the coal market is quiet 
and comparatively dull. Prices on bitu- 
minous have not sagged to an important ex- 


| tent, although occasionally some lower fig- 


ures may be noted on spot coal that is 
drawing car charges, but the demand is not 
active. This is largely due to the advent of 
summer conditions, which have resulted in 
a quiet consuming demand, and have, of 
course, influenced the movement of coal to 
the consuming trade. Operating interests 
continue to take a firm view of the situation 
and are not making any sacrifices to move 
their tonnage. They prefer that their mines 
ghould remain idle or that coal should move 
into storage rather than it be sold at figures 
which are lower’than the contract basis. 

“ Movement of eastern coals to the west 

largely confined to the great lates. Ves- 


ij ls are in fair supply at Ohio and Pennsyl- 


vania loading ports, and freight rates are 
fairly equitable—causes which contribute 
to a much heavier movement than a year 
ago. This movement is further accelerated 
by the fact that northwestern docks were 
bare at the commencement of the season, and 
the docks Interests prefer that there shall 
be an oversupply for next winter's use 
rather than an undersupply. To create a 
normal stock at principal lake ports it will 
be necesssary that all previous records in 
the movement of bituminous coal shall be 
broken, and this is what the operating in- 
terests are attempting to do. 

“In the anthracite trade the new May 
prices, amounting to an advance of 10 cents 
a ton, were put in effect without any fric- 
tion. As a matter of fact, the trade has 
become s0 accustomed to the graduated 
seale of prices which prevails during the 
summer on this commodity that there was 
no reason why there should be any friction. 
Furthermore, the demand for anthracite 
continues so insistent and so active that it 
is not a question of price with most house- 
holders. It is a question of obtaining coal, 
and obtaining it in sufficient quantities so 
that there will be no repetition of the famine 
of last winter.” 

Good Demand in Lumber Trade. 

While strikes, fears of strikes, and the re- 
sultant unsettled condition in building lines 
have operated in many sections of the coun- 
try adversely to the lumber interests the local 
situation has been but little affected. An ex- 
cellent demand continued throughout the 
week, and the receipts began to show im- 
provement to the satisfaction of dealers, who 
almost universally find their stocks much 
depleted. Prices held firm, with an indica- 
tion of taking a jump at any time in some of 
the lines where assortment is at a low ebb. 

‘Anything in the hardwood line is readily 
salable and at good prices. In some varieties 
green stock sells about as well as bone dry. 
There was no change in quotations from 
those of the previous week. 


Factors in Wheat. 


There were some factor# against the wheat 
market last week, notably the dissipating of 
all fears of injury to the growing crop from 
the freezing weather of the week before 
and heavy selling pressure which culminated 
on Thursday. and was popularly supposed 
to be the liquidation of the Armour July 
line. But this theory was mere assumption, 
and the market bore up under the selling 
and rebounded after it was over in a man- 
ner to show either that part or ail of the 
July line was being quietly taken back on 
the moderate break, or that the situation had 
attracted more general support to the mar- 
ket. 

It was undoubtedly the fact that some buy- 
ing was encouraged by the belief that there 
was no ionger a big concentrated holding 
which might come on the market at any 
time. - | 

The range of prices for the week was with- 
in 2c, and the close about %c to %c lower 
than on the previous Saturday.

A feature of the week was the relative 
strength of outside markets, St. Louis and 
the northwest markets being stronger than 
they were the week before. Of equal sig- 
nificance was the firmness of the English 
markets, Liverpool futures being a shade 
higher for the week on both May and July. 

Moderate wheat stocks in this country, 
small stocks afloat and abroad, and crop 
prospects below the average in several im- 
portant foreign countries continue to be the 
chief bullish considerations. There has been. 
deterioration in crop prospects in this coun- 
try. particularly in sections of Missouri and 
southern Illinois and Indiana. The Ohio 
state report showed a decline of 4 points 
in April and the Missouri report a decline of 


8 points. There is complaint from Cali- 


| fornia of lack of rain and from the central 


states of damage to soft winter wheat in 
sections from Hessian fly. and from other 
causes. The cold spring has checked growth 
and caused apparent lack of vitality. 

But from the important states of Kansas, 
Oklahoma, and Nebraska there is no serious 
complaint, and the general éxpectation is 
that the government report to be issued to- 
day will show only a moderate decline from 
the condition of 97.1 indicated in Apri}. 


Surprise in Wheat Estimate. 

The trade waee little surprised at the Com- 
mercial West's estimate of the winter wheat 
crop at 465,000,000 bu, or more than 100,000,- 
000 bu less than the popular interpretation 


of thq government crop figures issued in 


April. Even this would be a record breaking 
crop if the conditions should be contined to 
harvest, and the question the wheat traders 
still have to decide is whether or not current 
prices sufficiently discount the crop promiee. ' 

If European advices are to be believed no 
other country besides the United States is 
offering wheat as cheaply for August and 
September shipment. It may turn out that 
the short sellers have been too confident, and 
it seems certain that there will be a big de- 
mand for the new crop of wheat as soonas it 
is harvested. 

Flour stocks are low in this country, and 
are likely to be lower, as domestic buyers are 
taking in a hand to mouth fashion because of 
the discounts of the deferred futures, and the 
belief that they will be able to fill their wants 
more cheaply by waiting. 

As to the needs of Europe, mail advices 
to Harris-Gates from Antwerp under date 
of April 28 say: 

“The European wheat situation is un- 
changed, except for the fact that the scarcity 
of wheat is felt clearer with every week. The 
demand is large every where and the offerings 
small. The following will illustrate this: The 
Danube was closed for three monthe by ice, 
and the stocks there are radically cleaned out 
as we have not seen them for years. In Liv- 
erpool the home of the chronic bears, May 
wheat sells at a premium over July. Argen- 
tina’s offerings are not pressing on the mar- 
ket, and India’s offerings are still out of line, 
The United States, however, has sold large 
quantities of the new crop and we can only 
repeat again that it ts impossible to buy 
wheat for August-September shipments from 
any export country at the same parity as 
from the United States. 


Country Selling Corn. 


Liberal sales of cash corn by the country 
for shipment during June and July have fur- 
nished the chief argument for lower prices 
in corn during the week. They have argued 
both liberal stocks and a disposition to be 
satisfied with current prices. There is the 
belief that with a favorable start for the new 
crop receipts will be liberal. But planting 
is late, although an increase in area is ex- 
pected and the movement so far continues 
light. The shipping demand has been suf- 
ficient to prevent any accumulation of stocks 
and those of contract grade will show some 
decrease. 

The cash market has been firm, with the 
result that the May closed the week 4c 
higher than the previous Saturday, while 
the July price lost %c and the September 
Y%c. There are still some big holdings of 
July corn, but there has been no notable bull 
effort. On the contrary, there is some evi- 
dence of a willingness to take profits above 
45c. The export demand continues dull, af- 
fected by the big Argentine crop, the export- 
able surplus of which is estimated at 108, 0UU,- 
000 bu by Broomhall. : 


Situation in Oats Market. 


Oats closed the week about Ke higher only 
for July and September, but May gained \c, 
selling from 33%c up to 35\%c, and closing at 
3544-%c. Receipts have kept light, there has 
been no important addition to the small 
contract stocks, and shorts have shown a 
desire to cover their sales in the pit. There 
ore several long lines which are being tight- 
ly held, waiting for developments. Crop ad- 
vices still told of delayed seeding, restricted 
area, and poor stand. 

If farmers have any considerable quantity 
of oats they seem more disposed to hold them 


than to sell. 


May Pork Moves Upv 


The may pork delivery moved upward last 
week, closing 37%c over the prévious Satur- 
day. Other deliveries were little changed. 
Shorts were the stimulating influence and 
early in the week put the price up to $19.00. 
This new record, however, was not sustained, 
and all other product lost ground, lard 7@ 
lWe and ribs 10@12%c on the deferred 
months. 

There is said to be a minimum of outside 
speculation in the market, the packing in- 
terest doing about what it pleares with 
prices. Prices on deferred futures reflect, it 
is claimed, a prospect for a larger run of 
hogs later in the season.

MARKBT WAITS ON LOAN. 


APPLICATION DEPOSITS IN LON- 
DON MAKE MONEY SCARCE. 


Estimated That §125,000,000 Accom- 
panying Transvasl Applications 
Will. Be Unsatisfied and Traders 
Hope Owners May Seek Investment 
in Securities—Big Demand from 
Foreign Nations Indicates That 
Gold Will Flow to England. 


[By CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 


LONDON, May 9.—The stock markets of: 


London have been for the last two days in 
a state of suspended animation. Whether 
they will develop next week that all round 
activity which so long has been awaited or 
relapse into a somnolent stagnation depends 
upon several considerations. 

In the first place, will the enormous amount 
of money deposited with the applications for 
the Transvaal loan, which will remain free 
after the loan is allotted, overfiow into other 
first class securities? It is estimated that the 
loan already has been twenty times oversub- 
scribed. It is evident. that when the lists 
close there will be about $125,000,000 accom- 
panying the applications which will have to 
remain unsatisfied. The future of the mar-~ 
ket situation depends upon where this money 
will eventually go. There is a consensus of 
opinion that the loan will give an impetus to 
business as a whole. Much capital has been 
kept back in anticipation of this loan. The 


big foreign applications will mean that Lon- 


don will receive gold at a time when any im- 
portant receipts will make its position more 
secure. There have been enormous applica- 
tions by the French religious associations, 
It is expected that when the loan is placed 
and the business transacted in it the price 
will go to 104 or 105. Applicants for the loan 
have already borrowed about $100,000,000 
from the Bank of England and the money 
market is considerably disorganized. As 
most of this money will have to be locked up 
for a week or ten days, the bank charged 
about 3% per cent for the accommodation 


There has been steady improvement in the 
markets on the continent. In Germany the 
bourses have been decidedly stronger and 
France still maintains an immense accumu- 
lation of unemployed money. American rail- 
road securities have been comparatively 
neglected in the absence of New York sup- 
port. The news of Russian movements in 
Manchuria depressed consols and the chief 
foreign government securities. The rise in 
Argentine stocks was sharply interrupted by 
an outbreak again of cattle disease at Buenos 
Ayres, but there has been extensive buying 
at the lower quotations and prices are al- 
ready considerably above the worst. 


Business in the speculative copper market 
has been encouraging. ‘There has been a dis- 
position on the part of consumers, after sev- 


| eral weeks’ abstention, to reénter the market, 


but the frequent changes of policy by interests 
with transatlantic connections render it 
often difficult to read the market. The policy 
of the operators has consequently been one 
of marked reserve. A feature during the 
week was the scarcity of warrants for June 
delivery, which have been at a premium, 
whereas for three months the metal could 
have been obtained ata discount. The con- 
suming trade in America is considered here 
to be in excellent condition. The chief Euro- 
pean producer yesterday sold a fair quantity 
of tough copper at about $330 per ton. 


CHICAGO LIVE STOCK MARKET.
